Verses 29 to $1 cavnot be literally interpreted. 
but this prophetic description is introduced by 
the phrase, ‘‘ Immediately after the tribulation 


' of those dara,” te,, and ends with this verse: 


So, likewise, when ye shall see all these things, know 
that it is near, even at tue doors, Verily, I say unte 
you, nen shall not pars until ali these 
things be fulfilled. 

Or tate this from Mart., Xvi. 27-28: 

For the Son of Man shall come in the gl of His 
Father with His angele; and then He ehall reward 
every man according to bie works. Verily I say uno 
you there be some standing here which shall not see 
death ti they see the Son of Man coming in His King- 


Mattbew bere asserts these particulars : 
that Christ would come agaip; that He 
would appear iu the glory of Hin Father attend- 
od by His angels; that be would render to ever 
man according to Hie works, aud that be woul 
do ali these things im the lifetime of that gen- 


erawon, 

But bas Christ thus appeared in the ctouds of 
heaven? Thie u not claimed. But He said He 
would thus appear in the lifetime f those then 
eing. Shall we, theo, tarow discredit upon the 
words of our Loid? There is no need of thie. 
When we read in Isaigh, chap. AAV., in refer- 
enos to tue land of idumea: 

Aud the host of Heaven shall de dissotved, and the 
beayens 1 be rolied together as ascroll; and all 
their hosts fall down, as the leaf falleth off from 
the vine— 


we have no difficulty in accepting the laugu 
as figurative ; and why not apply the same staud- 
ard of criticism to Matthes, xxrv.. 29-3] ? 

The same diiliculty occurs in tae case of the 
Book of Revelation. That grand religioas epic 
contains much ory ot great beauty regarded 
as metaphor, but if we interpret its statements 
as hiteral history there is no limit to toe false 
ductrines that may be drawn from the book. 
And yet many insists io render.ng the book in 
that way, and that notwitosatending the very 
firs: verse of it states explicitiv that the Revela 
tin is of things “which must shortly come to 
pass; and the last verse but one of the same 
book reaffirms the same statement, m these 
words: Saure I come que.“ 

It clear, therefore, tha: the only way to 
reconcile the teachings ot Obrist «ith them- 
selves, aod wilh the expectations of the Apostles, 
and with the facts of history, is to anvept the 
words of Obrist in Mact., xxiv., 34, a6 literally 
true, and sd actually ful ed. His Kingdom i 
set up. It was so set ap woen the Christian Dis- 
pensation ibe Book of Revelaiion was 
written before the overthrow of the Jewish 
polity, and so relates to the same great event. 

Thus interpreted, the judgment seat ot Corist 
is pow in the eafth—and by the priuciples of His 
Kingdom all tue nations are judzed aud separated 
one from another, accorditg to the law of virtue, 
as a shepherd divideth bis sucep from the gdata 
—a judgrgent hat is as perpetual as rigateous- 
ness, and a Kined m that knows no end. 

While pov we are ana teach that the 
coming of our Lord is a past evant, we recognize 
the fact that in practical life Hie coming to in- 
dividuais ia progresa:ve and pe:rpetaal. He may 
never, a8 yet, bave co.ne to some of you whom 
now eddvexs; or He may have come in the 

ower of His glory many times and in many 
mes and in many forms. Happ is he to whom 
the Lord has come, and with whom He constantly 
abides.

PAYING CHURCH DEBTS. 
SERMON BY Tuk REV. EDWARD SULLIVAN. 


The Rev. Edward Sajlivan, Rector of Trinity 
Church, preached yesterday morving on “An 
Old-Pashioned Way of Paying Church Debts,” 
taking as his tent:

In this way the Apostle proposed to raise a 
special fund for the reluef of the poor Christiacs 
at Jerusalem, driven, as they were, to direst des- 
titution by the failure of that year’s har- 
vests, and throws for their support 
on the sympathy vf their brethren 
of. the outlying provincial churches. 
This sympathy St. Paul undertook to awaken 
and his appeal on their beralf everywhere 
received a most liberal response. A large sum 
of money was raised, in the place indicated in 


must supply from her own internal resources all 
the varied agencies by which Christ's Kingdom 
and the reign of truth aad mghteousvess are to 
be exten among mea. 

How or on what principle, if any. should 
tha” be don broad, gen- 
eral rule ö py which the 
performance of thw duty muy be governed? 
for the answer, brethren, I refer vou to our 
text. St. Paul bas here enaveciated the platz 
„O concisely that the shortest memory may eas- 
iy commit aod retain it, and yet so fully tut 
every question that can be asked ean here ob 
tan ite ausser: Opon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay by him in store as 
God bas prospered him, that there be no gataer- 
ings hes 1 come.”

Take 4 vey ihis 
es entlal elemeut of si up'e, spontaneous giving, 
and tue moral worth of the act is wholly wvali- 
dated; our OCarishen charity loses that whick 
copstitates charity's brightest charm; taere is 
no love io the act, and, thas lacking, it profits 
us 0 more than for the commun work of life 
would a «ithered, para rod arm. But is this 
prin iple, not to sar apiversally, but even geu- 
erally-acoepred and understood? Do Chris las 
men and women as a rule believe in it. aid act on 
u? Barely not, else we should net witness the 
pitiable expedients to which the Church is drivea 
in orJer to keep ber mavif..id agencies m opera- 
tion,—expedieuta which are fast eating out all 
the honest pride and mani! ness of her nature, 
and present her to the world's gaze with the gab 
and attitude of a sup, Haut, bevaing with the 
cringing meekness of syoophant for thet which 
She ought to demand bo.dly as her ipalienaole 
birtargnat. Expedieots, wersi of all, which 
sot seldom pander to those very lusts 
of the world, the flesh and the devil, 
which she is solemoly pledged 
resist «€6©snd.@6forswear, thus deliberately 
playtus inte the bauds of her own deadliest eae 
mies, and destroying souls thas Carte died to 
redeem. xpedients whieh I need scarapiy 
name (we are all of us, ucharpily, too 22. 
with them Mcbe very enumeration of them u the 
pulpit would only prov.ke thé emile of smuse- 
ment or the ie biush of shame, but of 
which Iam bold to say that, whenever resor.ed 
to in the Cnurel, for the peolen of her im- 
poverished exchequer, taey drag Oburch 
don to. the world's iow level; they secniar- 
ize that hauen God meant to be sacied;

ious smhusement, let Christian men and women 
learn simpiy to give as freely as God has given 
to them, a spontaneousiy as the sum pours out 
bis radiance, or the Start their light, or the earth 
ber fruit; and then, and not till tuen, will this 
heavy reproach be removed, and the Church 
sta forth in all the conscious dignity 
of her heayen-born or giga, honored by man, 
owned and acknowledgea by ber King and Head.

A CENTURY AGO: WHAT MIGHT HAVE 
: BEEN 


The London Times, in an article comment- 
ing upon the invitation given to the Govern- 
ment and people of the British nation to 
take part in the International Exposition cel- 
ebrating the Centennial Anniversary of Amer- 
ican Independence, said that while the in- 
vitation might be in one sense ungracious, it 
was nevertheless to be construed as an invita- 
tion to participate in a comparative exposi- 
tion of progress made by the two branches of 
the British family which separated a hundred 
years ago. The rupture, and the causes of 
rupture, and the armed struggle, were to be 
forgotten in the higher consideration of the 
prosperous growth which had attended that 
portion of the English-speaking family which 
had gone out seeking independence, 

The same paper then discussed the possi- 
ble result upon both nations, and especially 
upon the British Empire, had the policy of 
the British Whigs prevailed, instead of that 
of the Tories, in the ante-Revolutionary days, 
when the Colonies were petitioning, as loyal 
subjects, for a recognition of their rights 
and liberties by the Imperial Government. 
The Fourth of July, 1876, is the anniversary 
of the formal declaration of independence by 
the Colonists, who had then been in actual 
revolt for a considerable time, and who had 
actually fought and won the battles at Lex. 
ington, Concord, and Bunker Hill. The Times 
dated its conjectural case long before this, 
when the entire Colonies were loyal, and 
were asking concessions which at this day are 
recognized to have been just, and which were 
much more moderate than the terms which 
Great Britain at this time forces upon the 
acceptance of her colonies. When the Col- 
onies ‘‘ petitioned for redress in the most 
humble terms”; when, addressing the Brit- 
ish people, they appealed to their native 
justice and magnanimity” and “ conjured 
them by the ties of ‘our common kindred,” 
had the policy of the Imperial Government 
been different, and the prayers been granted ; 
and if, as the Colonies progressed, the parent 
Government had in like manner conceded all 
the demands of the Colonies, what would 
have been the effect both upon England and 
the people in the present United States? The 
London Times, assuming that the Imperial 
policy would have been such as would have 
strengthened and perpetuated the American 
feeling of loyalty to the British Crown, 
argued that the wonderful increase in the 
American population would have been just 
as great as it had been. If there were less 
migration to America from the Ger- 
man States, the deficiengy would have 
been more than made up by the increased 
mig from the British Islands, and the 
American Colonies would have become settled 
more exclusively by an English-speaking 
population, whose traditional love and attach- 
ment for British institutions would have been 
strengthened by the constant infusion of New 
English blood and prejudice. The Colonies 
would have opened an extensive field for the 
best talent, surplus wealth, and mechanical 
skill of the country ; the wonderful extent of 
the coal and iron deposits would have been 
irresistible. It was a continent of fertile soil, 
covered with a forest underlaid with coal, and 
interlaced with natural water-courses, destined 
to become the granary of the British Empire, 
if not its work-shop, foundry, and ship-yard. 
The growth of the American provinces would 
have been more largely at the expense of 
the British Islands than it has been. 
America’s progress as a productive coun- 
try, accelerated by the removal hither 
of British capital; would have made 
America the seat of British production and 
trade, and made British American ports the 
great markets for the imports and exports of 
the whole nation. Assuming that the actual 
increase of population in this conntry would 
have been no greater than it has been in fact,

ner would have become the seat of the wealth, 
production, and commerce of the Empire.

concede it even as a necessary evil. He pre- 
dicted the future greatness of the American 
States, declaring that the future of America 
would exceed anything that could be pictured 
by the imagination, and he appealed to the 
Ministry to retain these people who in time 
would .be the great body of the British 
Empire, 

There is, however, another side of this 
question. To imagine Great Britain a hnn- 
dred years ago conceding anything to hér 
own people or to any one is to do vio- 
lence to the spirit of that time, and 
especially to the spirit of the British Gov- 
ernment. Great Britain was ruled by a Tory 
despot, and her statesmen: were of the despotic 
school. Force, aud agressive force, was the 
poliey of that day, aud the arrogance of the 
British nation was well iliustratedin the ar- 
rogant remark of Garnvinue, that five Brit- 
ish regiments could reduce all rebel America 
to obedience. But, assuming that the Colonial 
grievances had been then redressed and the 
Colonies placated, how long would the union 
have been preserved? Would not Great 
Britain have called upon the Colonies 
for troops, money, and provisions for 
the wars with France, and would 
the Colonies have granted them, or would the 
Colonies have permitted the impressment of 
their people for the British service in Europe? 
It is almost possible, from the actuai circum- 
stances leading up to the actual revolution and 
separation, to say that such ademand would 
have been made by Great Britain upon the 
Colonies, and that the latter, resisting; a sep- 
aration and American independence would 
have followed. The fact is, the American 
people, however loyal they may have been 
seemingly, were determined to be free. Their 
notions of liberty were not only far in ad- 
vance of any governmental theories on that 
subject at that time, but far in advance of 
any popular ideas on that subject beyond 
this continent. There was a radical antag- 
onism between them and all the forms of 
government then existing among men. They 
were heart and soul rebels, not merely against 
the British Government, but against the 
spirit of all the ‘Governments in Europe. 
They were freemen, and it was impossible 
to adopt the aristocrat Government and caste 
policy of Great Britain to the American idea 
of political equality and personal freedom. 
The wide ocean separated them from the Old 
World ; but that separaticn was not so wide 
as that which existed between the sentiments 
and inflexible determinations of the American 
people and the spirit directing the Govern- 
mental authority of Great Britain as well as 
of the other nations of Europe. The ‘union 
was hourly proving to be unnatural; sub- 
mission to a foreign power was daily becom- 
ing more repugnant, and separation, accom- 
plished by force, was sooner or later to be 
inevitable. The Ariericans were a century in 
advance of the Old World, and no conces- 
sions, short of independence, which the 
British Government could have made, would 
have satisfied the wishes or filled the meas- 
ure of their ambition,—to be free and inde- 
pendent and a peer among the powers of the 
earth.

TUE DEED-FORGERS. 

The evidence said to have been given by 
Rzep before the Grind Jury is of a character 
which warrants the expectation of a full er. 
pose of the operatiors of the gang of deed- 
forgers, whose exploits cover several States 
and a long term of years.: The contents of 
Rur trunk, now in safe-keeping in this 
city, will probably supply the miszing links. 
There is now little Goubt, whoever may be 
finally implicated or exculpated, that there 
was a regular organization for blackmailing 
property-owners in Iliincis, Missouri, and 
some other Western States, by means of 
forged deeds, and that thousands of dollars 
have been realized in various parts of the 
country from this practice. Rzrrp is cred- 
iteé with the statement that he has been en- 
gaged in this business for twenty years, and 
its success is a pretty certain indication 
that prominent persons have been associated 
with him. The practice was to place on 
record a deed from some former owner of the 
property, ante-dating the title of any living 
person, and then to bring suit for ejectment. 
The suit once begun, there was a cloud on the 
title, and, if the owner desired to sell, it was 
necessary to remove this cloud.. The holder 
of the forged deed was then willing to give 
a quit-claim for a consideration ganged by the 
value of the property and the nervousness of 
the real owner. 

The modus operandi is fairly illustrated by 
the Hyde Park case, which led to the detec. 
tion of Rx and the arrest of R. K. Turner, 
who was a tax-lawyer in Quincy. This 
property was owned by a Mr. H, 
who got his deed from Hon in New 
York, whose titl came from R. P. 
Ropinson, the young man who is sup- 
posed to have murdered his mistress, 
Hl Jewett, and burned the house after- 
wards,—a case that attained a wide-spread 
notoriety at the time. The deed on which 
suit was commenced against HILL, was in the 
name of one Gzorncr A: Kinase, of Massachu- 
setts, who is not known in the West, and who

THE FREEDMAN’S SAVINGS BANK. 

The last number of the Nation contains an 
interesting sketch of the career of the Freed- 
man’s Bank. We condense the reeord of 
rascality,—the word is not strong enough for 
the conduct of the scalawag politicians who 
stole millions of dollars from the poorest 
classes in our country, dollars which had been 
laboriously earned and which should have 
been held as the most sacred of trust-funds, 


instead of being used, as they were, in wanton. 


speculation. 

Tne bill chartering the bank was passed by 
Senate and House in the closing hours of the 
session of 1864-5. Sumwer reported it in the 
Senate, and he and Boca, the Demo- 
cratic Senator from Pennsylvania, vouched 
for it. As the bill then stood, it simply au- 
thorized the establishment of a savings bank 
in the Disirict of Columbia. Its corporators 
were of sterling worth,—Pxrzrx Coon, 
Brraxt, Epwarp Argrmsox, and others of the 
same sort. While the act was defective in 
not holding the ‘Trustees to a proper 
responsibility, it yet forbade them to invest 
the deposits in anything but stocks, bonds, 
Treasury notes, or other securities of the 
United States." In some unknown way the 
eminent Truste were got out of the institu- 
tion, if indeed they Were ever really in it, 
and the rotten District Ring got yontrol of 
the machine. The bank, as we have already 
said, was authorized todo business only in 
the District, but it speedily established 
branches in thirty Southern cities. It was 
industriously puffed as a semi-Government 
scheme for the benefit of the blacks. ‘“ This 
benevolent institution,” said the bank-books, 
“is under the charter of Congress, and re- 
ceived the commendation and countenance of 
President LINCOLN. Within five years the 
deposits amounted to millions of dollars. 
Then a sinister amendment to the act of in- 
corporation was slipped through both Houses, 
without a word of debate, except a 
short protest from Sox Camznon, who said 
the umendment would in the end prob- 
ably destroy the institution.” And so it did. 
Yet its wording was innocent enough. It 
simply suthorized the Trustees to invest in 
mortgage securities and to hold and improve 
real estate in Washington, This was in 1870. 
It took jast four years under this authority 
to ruin the bank. In 1873, it was pro- 
nounced to be in a bad way. In 1874, it was 
wound up. This took place very nearly a 
year ago, but as yet no depositor has received 
a cent. The schedule of what are ironically 
called its assets is even more amazing 
than that lately submitted by the Receiver of 
the defunct Manufacturers’ National Bank of 
this city. The Government securities, to 
which the bank investments were confined 
before the amendment of its charter, 
amounted to just $100, when the 
swindle collapsed. One loan of $75,000 
was made on Seneca Stone Company stock. 
A chattel- mortgage on furniture was taken as 
collateral for $50,000. Chattel-mortgages, in 
fact, seemed to have been favored securities. 
The bank held them on paintings, on jewelry, 
on groceries, etc. Ring stocks were pledged 


| without difficulty. Shares of the Metropoli- 


tan Pating Company were presented bya 
man who got several thousand dollars on 
them. The real-estate security was of the 
most worthless description. A bit of swamp 
or an tere of sand were all-cufficient. Ring 
politicans got loans on them without dish. 
culty. 

This is a sickening story. The worst of it. 
as the Nation points out, is the inevitable dia- 
couragement of thrift and economy among 
the robbed and wronged negroes. 


CONCORD AND LEXINGTON. 

“The first shot that is fired in America 
separates the two countries,” said Lord Cuat- 
fam. Th: shot was fired 100 years ago to- 
day. Omeceord and Lexington in Massachn- 
setts claim the honor. It must properly be 
divided between them. The first shot was 
fired on the Americans at Lexington; the 
Americaas fired the first shot which killed an 
enemy st the British at Concord, Acton also 
claims s share of the pride and distinction 
which esttaches to that first shot, since it was 
an Acton man who firedit. But, for the 
matter of that. the glory of that brave 
strugge of a century ago may be shared 
by all the towns of that section of the State. 
The Americans who overcame and routed the 
British at Concord gathered at the rendezvous 
from Acton, Bedford, Brookline, Beverly, 
Concond, Carlisle, Cambridge, Charlestown, 
Danvers, Dorchester, Lexington, Lincoln, 
Lynn, Littleton, Medford, Newton, Roxbury, 
Reading, Salem, Watertown, and the other 
viliages round about. And so Massachusetts 
may farly celebrate all along the line from 
Boston to twenty miles beyond Concord, 
every town and village, with a just claim to 
having rendered good service on the birthday 
of American liberty. ‘ 

The events that led up to this informal de- 
claration of war were a series Of oppressions 
running back over a century. Within a year 
of the fight at Concord, British tyranny had 
become insufferable, and the people of the 
provinces had begun their, preparations for 
resistance. The dostruction of the tea in 
Boston harbor in 1774 had roused the people. 
There were formal and deliberate organiza- 
tions looking toward independence. The 
Continental Congress, which met at Phila 
delphia in September, 1774, was followed by 
a Previncial Congress in Concord, which met 
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ment of the leaders. Early in 1775, eight 

the crack regiments of the British army were 
sent to Boston, under the conimand of Gen. 
Gan. It was now thought that the Govern- 
ment was strong enough to undertake the 
swift dispersement of rebels, wherever 
found, and secure a return to the undisputed 
right of oppressing the Colonists. It was 
ex that a mere demonstration of the 
power of the Government would be sufficient 
to accomplish this; and, with some such in- 
definite idea, a detachment of regulars, num- 
bering 800 or 1,000 men, were started from East 
Cambridge on the night of April 18, 1775, on 
their march to Concord. They were preceded 
by some officers who went ahead to con- 
noitre, and, if possible, to capture Hancock 
and Apams, who had been proscribed. The 
British believed their movements to have 
been faithfully kept secret from the rebels, 
and hoped to surprise Concord and capture 
the military stores deposited there. The 
surprise proved to be on their part. The 
Sons of Liberty” in Boston had sent out the 
alarm, and Paul Revers earned immortal 
fame by riding ahead of the troops, wak- 
ing the farmers along the line and warn- 
ing them of the approaching danger. Thus 
Apams and Hanoocs escaped, and before the 
dawn of the morning of the 19th the church 
bells of the villages between Boston and Con- 
cord, a distance of 18 miles, were ringing the 
alarm and summoning the inhabitants to 
resistance. At Lexington, something more 
than half-way from Boston to Concord, about 
100 people had gathered on the Common 
when the British came in sight. Half of them 
were unarmed, and their leader ordered the 
others not to fire, but to disperse. 
But the British were exasperated at the sight 
of the Americans under arma. Ye villains, 
ye rebels, disperse! Lay down your arms, 
damn you! ” cried Maj. Prrcarmy, and he dis- 
charged his pistol at the crowd, which was 
already giving way. Col. Surrn, in com- 
mand of the British troops, gave the order to 
fire immediately after, and the fire kept up 
as long as any of the straggling villagers were 
within range. Eight Americans were killed 


Hupsown calls it, simply a cold-blooded mas- 
sacre.” This was the first blood shed. 

The British recommenced their march to 
Concord shortly after sunrise. Col. Surrn, 
meanwhile, warned of the uprising by the 
sound of the village-bells and alarm-guns, 
had sent back to Boston for reinforcements. 
The six or seven miles they had to march 
was gone over without further disturb- 
ance, and they reached Concord about 
7 oclock. There had gathered already 
a small band of patriots, consisting of 
Concord, Acton, and Lincoln men, who 
held a position on the hill near the liberty- 
pole; but they were too weak to attack and 
so fell back. The British troops entered the 
village, took up their main ion on the 
Common, and then sent out detachments to 
scour the town and guard the bridge, which 
afforded the only entrance to the village from 
the north. Meanwhile, tlie patriots were 
coming in from all sides to the rendezvous on 
the hill near the bridge. They were organ- 
ized in minute companies and militia com- 
panies, and numbered 500 men by 9 o'clock 
in the morning. They were raw, undrilled, 
undisciplined farmers, against twice their 
number of the British army. The first attack 
was on the bridge, gnarded by about 200 reg- 
ulars, and the Acron minute men under 
Davi led it. The British, who fired the first 
volley, were driven from the bridge with a 
loss of five officers and fifteen privates, be- 
fore they could be reinforced by the 
troops in the town, and the Americans 
followed in hot pursuß. From this time the 
patriots had the advantage. The British 
seemed to be astonished that the Americans 
should stand fire at all, and from that mo- 
ment were demoralized. They retreated 
from Concord at noon, the Americans vigor- 
ously pursuing them. Among the pursuers 
were many old men, who set the young men 
an example of ardor and bravery. Among 
the white-haired patriots was Deacon Jostan 
Harwes, 80 years of age. He was foremost 
in the attack on the regulars at the South 
Bridge, and ardent in pursuit from Concord 
to Lexington, taking a shot. at the retreating 
red-coats whenever he could draw as ght on 
them. At the latter place he was killed by a 
musket-ball while blazing away at the enemy. 

The whole 18 miles from Concord to Bas- 
ton was for the British troops one long and 
fiery ordeal. Unseen foes, lying behind tree, 
and ridge, and stone-wall, and fence, hailed 
bullets upon them. The dead and wounded 
fell out of the ranks, the living hurried on, 
weary and blown, regardless of their comrades’ 
fate. The retreat wasarout, At Lexing- 
ton, reinforcements waited the British. As 
the story runs, the 1.400 troops who had 
come out from Boston to cover the retreat 
formed a hollow square into which the beaten 
regulars ran like sheep. The minute men 
still hung on the flanks of the enemy's force. 
Late in the afternoon the latter reached 
Boston. The British logs, in killed, wounded, 
and missing, was 278 men; the American was 
90 men, of whom 49 were killed. Forty-nine 
homes left desolate, but a new nation born. 
The prize was worth its price. 

This is what happened a hundred years 
ago to-day. To-day, Lexington and Concord 
make holiday. 
Hancock and Abus in the presence of Pres- 
ident Grant. Rroaarp H. Dana, Jr., deliv- 
ers an oration, and hymns by Jom Warp 
Howe and Jon G. Wurrrier are to be sung.

ocratic and Whigs tendencies. And so im- 
perceptibly, and almost before the people 
know it fully, the negroes and whites will be 
voting together in both parties; then the 
race-issue will have disappeared from ‘the 
politics of that State.

The fees and allow- 
ances of all other District-Attormeys, except the 
Diatriot- Attorney of the Southern Dixinet of 
New York. ate uoder the control and allowance 
of the Attorney-General and the accounting 
Officers of the Government. During 
the fiscal year of 1874 the. District- 
Attorney's office alone expended $33,496 ; 
the cost of maintaining the office of United 
States Marshal and D strict Attorney at Wass- 
ington, with 131.000 as the population returned 
by the last census for the District of Columbia, 
ex¢ that for similar service in all tae New 
Eugland States, New Jersey, and Delaware to- 
gether, which bad a population of 4,523,380 in 
1870. This statement would seem incredible 
but for the figuree furnished iv the official 
reports of the Attorvey-General: For Mar- 
hals. District Attorneys, cleras, rent, Com- 
miseiorers, and musceilancous— Maine, 613, 357; 
New Hampshire, $8,507; Vermont. $13,218:

The Prospect on the Union Pacific Porten- 
tous of Fresh Disaster. 


Boston, April 18.—A tremendous flood, with 
disastrous results, occured last evening in the 
towns of Westham and Norfolk, about 25 miles 
distant, by the breaking away of a dam which re- 
strains the water of Whiton’s Pond, the eource of 
the Mill Biver. This is a small river, not over 25 
feet broad at low water, but running with 3 
strong current, mostly through meadow land and 
emptying into the Charels River at Medway. At 
this time an immense body of water was con- 
fined in the pond by the dam, about 100 feet in 
length, at the Wreoham and Franklin County 
road. The sudden bursting of the pond through 
this dam, buried a tremendous flood upon 
the below, sweeving away milis, 
bridges, country roads, and dams in its course, 
and causing dumage to the extent of between 
$100,000 and $200,000. Half s mile below this 
mill was the saw ana grist mill of the Elliot Felt- 
ing Company, known as Fisher's Mill. Such 
was the force of the waters on reaching here 
that it burst the 30-foot dam and carried along 
thd mul portion of the establishment as though 
jt were a toy-ship. Oa rushed the waters three- 


fourths of a mile throug’ the low lands to where. 


there were located the woolen and shoddy miils 
belonging to the Felting Company. Both ends of 
the dam were washed away, and be- 
low the mille a large . heap . of 
coal, deposited for use at the 
mills. 8 rods further on the great dam 
at the Eliot felting mills was met; this, with the 
road from the mils to Franklin Centre, beneath 
which the river runs, offered a substantial re- 
sistance to the rushing curievt. The road, how- 
ever, soon yielded, allowing the full force of the 
water to strike against the long dam. Mean- 
while, the inbabitaata of Franklin and Wreat- 
bam rendered valuable assistance to the watch- 
wen at the mille in opening a place in the dam, 
hoping to save a portion of the same. The 
lavers were successful, aud although 60 
feet of the dam were carried away, the 
nulls were saved. Down the stream balf a mile 
further was the tiack of the New England & 
New York Railroad, some 40 or 50 feet above 
the river-oed. Beveath this the water usually 
passed by an arched culvert about 10 or 15 feet 
in width. Here the waters, with seemingly in- 
creaseii force, forced out the stone culvert as if 
it were constructed of peboles. So firm was the 
embankment of sand above the culvert that it 
stood apparently iutact for the space of an hour, 
and then, undermined, it caved in for a distance 
of 160 to 200 feet, forming an in- 
passable barrier to the waters above, 
When the road-bed sank, 3 freight train 
was withio 100 feet of the place, though not 


in motion. Buta great volume of water had al- 


ready passed the railroad and burried on to the 
achievement of its greatest feat, fifty rode below, 
at the City Cotton Mills. The mill was ongmaily 
a Laree-story wooden building, but latterly was 
enlarged by the addition of a wivg on each end. 
The briuge over the bunt) road succumbed aod 
then the water, obtaining @ firm bold of the 
building. lifted it aud sent it crashing to the 
meadow below. 80 tho bh was the work 
of demolition that the cupola alone remained 
atandiog upon the plain. The machinery and 
waterwheel shared the fate of the structure. 
Tue wings were left standing, but so badly 
wrepcbea and undermined that they are proba- 
bly ruined, and will have to come down. Down 
the stream again about naif a mile was another 
coun ry road bridge, near Kingsbury Pond. This 
was spapped from its foundations almost at the 
approach of the waters, and carried away. Ou 
the level space between the road and river the 
waters apread out and ceased their work of de- 
siuctiva, The haet bridge was swept away 
about 7 this evening. One body was swept 
down im tue flood, but it was supposed to be 
that of a nian for some months missing. As far 
as known no lives were lost, oat the 13 to 
property in very large.

CRUSHED BY SAW-LOGS.
